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Grayling 
soldier hurt 
by rocket 
propelled 
grenade

Just weeks shy from returning to the 
United States, a soldier from Grayling was 
wounded by shrapnel from a rocket-pro- 
pelled grenade last week while in one of the 
most violent areas in Afghanistan. 

Spc. Matthew McCullough, a member of 
the U.S. Army’s 101st Airborne 1327th 
Battalion Echo Company based out of Fort 
Campbell, Ky., sustained shrapnel wounds 
to his left arm and leg on Wednesday, 
March 23. 

McCullough was driving a truck as part 
of his daily missions, delivering supplies to 
infantry soldiers located in an outpost. 

Three other soldiers were in the vehicle 
when it was hit by the rocket-propelled 
grenade. A female soldier, who was riding 
behind McCullough, sustained a concus- 
sion and the other soldiers were unharmed. 

The soldiers are based in the Pech River 
Valley in Afghanistan’s Kunar Province. It 
is one of most violent and dangerous places 
in the war-torn country because insurgent 
troops are able to travel through the moun- 
tains and river valley from nearby Pakistan 
and they alack U.S. forces. 

McCullough is the husband of Jenna 
(Frankowski) McCullough. She was noti- 
fied by a bate buddy - a fellow soldier 
from McCullough’s unit - once he awoke 
afler the attack in the hospital. She then 
spoke to Matthew. News traveled much 
slower from Fort Campbell officials, where 
she is staying.

Snow gives business shot in ‘the arm as spring nears

Mother Nature provided perhaps one last 
winter playground for weekend snowmo- 
bilers and skiers, while causing spring fever 
to spike for those sick of the white stuff and 
cold temperatures.

A weather 
observer in Lovells Township reported an 
accumulation of 11.2 inches of snow, while 
12.3 inches of snow was recorded at the 
National Weather Service office located 


Jeff Halblaub, a metrologist at the 
National Weather Service Office, said the 
storm was caused by a low pressure system 
moving through the Ohio valley, That 
resulted in several inches of wet snow drop- 
ping across the area, followed by a upper 
level pressure system from Wisconsin, 
which brought fluffier snow. Peak wind 
gusts during the storm were recorded at 30 
mph at the Grayling Army Airfield. _,

As a 
pediatrician | wonder tf she 
has ever encountered a 
child born with any kind of 
impairment. They usually 
grow up to be adults with an 
impairment, 

I have a daughter who is 
mentally impaired and can- 
not five independently. If 
something was to happen to 
me and her = standyby 
guardian, I would hate to 
think that they type of 
thinking would prevent her 
from living in a place such 
as the Hanson House and 
receiving care, encourage- 
ment and being close to, all 
kinds of activities and close 
to doctors and a hospital. 

Maybe the underlying 


issue is because it ts the 
Hanson House. Everyone 
wants to see it kept the up 
way it is and therefore have 
the idea that people with 
special needs are going to 
spoil it. If that ts the case, 
then homeowners need to 
screen whoever buys the 
Hanson House. New own- 
ers may be running a meth 
lab in the basement. or mak- 
ing child pornography 
videos. Or someone could 
buy the house and rent out 
the rooms and there could 
be partics and loud music. 

There 1s an Adult Foster 
Care home on Chestnut 
Street. It has been there for 
some time and very clean 
inside and out. Staff mem- 
bers involve the residents in 
the community. It is a 
peaceful place and to my 
knowledge they did not run 
into such opposition when 
they wanted to offer this 
house as a service to those 
that are challenged, 

Thope we have not 
become a community that 
cares only for the stable 
minded, well dressed, well 
versed and “socially accept- 
able” person.

Romans 13:1 taught us 
God’s person is behind allt 
authority:  ““JLet every soul 
be subject unto the higher pow- 
ers. For there is no power but of 
God: the powers that be are 
ordained of God.” Romans 13:2 
taught us God’s precepts are 
behind all authority: 
“2 Whosoever therefore 
resisteth the power, resisteth the 
ordinanee of God: and they that 
resist shall receive to. them- 
selves damnation.” Romans 
13:3 taught us God's purity is 
the moral basis behind authori- 
ty. “3SFor rulers are not a terror 
lo good works, but to the evil. 
Will thou then not be afraid of 
the power? do that which is 
good, and thou shalt have praise 
of the same:” Romans 13:4 
(caches us that God's power ts 
behind government authority: 
“4For he is the minister of God 
lo thee for good. But if thou do 
that which is evil, be afraid: for 
he beareth not the sword in 
vain: for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

First, the position of the per- 
son execuling government 
authority: “For he is the min- 
ister of God lo thee fer 
good..." The word “minister” 
is from the Greek word, 
“diakonos” which ts translated 
“deacons” in | Timothy 3:8,12. 
It speaks of government per- 
sons as being servants of God. 
Israel's first king was rejected 
for forgetting this truth in’ | 
Samuel {5:24: “24And Saul 
said unto Samuel, [have 
sinned: for F have transgressed 
the commandment of — the 
LORD, and thy words: because 
I [eared the people, and obeyed 
their voice.” God's) govern- 
ment power comes first from 
God, then through God's pea- 
ple. 

Second, the power of the per- 
son execuling government 
authority: “But if (hou do that 
which ts evil, be afraid; for he 
beareth not the sword in 
vain...” God alone has the 
authority to take fife, and He 
has delegated this authority to 


government as His representa- 
tive. The Romans sword was an 
instriment of death. A soldier 
or police officer forced to kill in 
the line of duty has no reason to 
fcel guilt or shame. They are 
setving as ministers of God and 
servants of the people .they risk 
their lives to defend.. 

Third, the punishment by the 
person executing government 
authority: “Yor he is the minis- 
ter of God, a revenger lo exe- 
cule wrath upon him that doeth 
evil.” This is God’s answer to 
Romans 12:19: “19Dearly 
beloved, avenge not yourselves, 
but rather pive place unto 
wrath: for it) is written, 
Vengeance is mine; | will repay, 
saith the Lord.” This was Gad’s 
plan also in the Old Testament 
in Leviticus 19:18: “I8Thou 
shalt not avenge, nor bear any 


grudge against the children of 


thy people, but thou shalt love 
thy ncighbour as thyself: {am 
the LORD.” 

This was one reason God 
revealed the 10 commandments 
to Isracl as His system of Civil 
Laws (o control evil within 
sociely. 
these commandments — in 
Exodus 20:13-17 are the foun- 
dational basis for order in 
Western Civilization:

Millages planned 
for senior services 


by Dan Sanderson 
Staff Writer 

The Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
plans to put two ballot pro- 
posals before voters in 
August so it can continue 
providing services to 
senior citizens. 

The Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
Board last week approved a 
millage renewal proposal 
for .4685 of a mill to fund 


Operations, programs and 
services. Currently, the 
millage generates 


$268,796. The board also 
agreed to ask voters to 
approve an additional 
2000 of a mill to fund 
operations, programs and 
services. Based on current 
funding levels, that millage 
would generate $125,000. 
The millage proposals are 
for five years. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
will ultimately approve the 
millage requests to go on 
the Aug. 2 primary election 
ballot, said Jack Mahank, 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging Board. 

The Commission on 
Aging is seeking to sustain 
its current funding and 
seck additional funding 
because of a growing 
demand for services. 

The sentor population in 
1990 was 2,506 people or 
20 percent of all residents 
in Crawford County. In 
2009, the senior population 
increased to 3,771 or 27 
percent of the county’s 
population, which was a 50 
percent inerease in the 
county’s population 60 and 
older, Data from the 2010 
Census is not expected to 
be released until) this sum- 
mer, but Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
Director Alice Snyder said 
the senior population 
began to outpace the num- 
ber of children in the coun- 
ty in 2007, 

The millage dollars fund 
100 percent of the cost for 
the Grayling Sentor Center 
as Well as 40 percent of the 
costs for federal and state 


grant funded programs, 
which include meals on 


wheels, congregate meals, 
in home care such as 
homemaking and personal 


care and respite care. 

“We're in a corner,” 
Mahank said. “This has got 
to pass.” 

Snyder said the Grayling 
Senior Center would be 
forced to cease operations 
if the millage renewal 
nol passed. 

“The renewal has to pass 
or this place will shut 
down,” she said. 

Snyder said the 
Commission on Aging uses 
general fund dollars as a 
local match to obtain state 
and federal grants. The 
Commission on Aging has 
remained steadfast that it 
will not create a waiting list 
for seniors despite a 
decrease in funding and an 
increase in demand for in 
home services. 

“In this county, we've 
said those in-home services 
are important to keep peo- 
ple independent, so instead 
of creating waiting lists, 
we've used millage money 
to fund the need,” Snyder 
said, 

Snyder stressed that the 
millage requests have noth- 
ing to do with finding a 
new building or location 
for the Grayling Senior 
Center, 

“This is for operations, 
programs and services -~ it 
has nothing to with the 
butlding,” Snyder said. 
“This is purely for opera- 
lions to continue doing 
what we're doing.” 

In 2009, county voters 
overwhelmingly — turned 
down proposals to move 
the senior center to the for- 
mer Grayling Fish 
Hatchery building or to 
another location on the 
AuSable River. 

The last me voters were 
asked to vote on a 
Commission on Aging 
millage was in 1992. The 
board planned to put the 
millage requests on a ballot 
in 2012, but was forced to 
put the requests on a spe- 
cial election ballot in 
August. At issue is if the 
tax fevy could be collected 
indefinitely or for 20 years. 

The Crawford County 
Transportauion Authority 
will also have a millage 
renewal request on the bal- 
lol to seck funding for 
Dial-A-Ride services.

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Countdown to your wedding day 


To help you get a better 
understanding of how to 
plan a wedding and when 
you should be making cer- 
tain decisions, here’s a 
timeframe you can follow 
that should ensure that 
your wedding goes off as 
smoothly as possible. 

10 to 12 Months Before
